A number of oil companies and oil 
operators have failed to take note of 
the importance of computing their 
federal income tax, in accordance 
with the aet of lfl8. This tax is 
due June 15, after which date a 
penalty of 5 per cent, will be added. 
This tax should be paid to the incmne 
tax representatives before that date. 
In order to understand the method 
of computing this tax, it is necessary 
to make a thorouf?h study of the 
Treasury Department Bulletin No. 
45, Oil and Gas Manual. This is 
said to be very intricate, and has a 
careful table of depreciation, with a 
scale to govern each field.

Owing to the acute shortage of 
tungsten for making high speed steel 
one of the developments of the war 
wai? the manufacture and successful 
use of an alloy for this purpose, 
which is without tungsten. This 
steel, high in chrome and cobalt, is 
now being used for the fabrication 
of dies and tools, being offered as a 
substitute for both carbon and 
tungsten high speed tool steel. The 
pig metal brought from England is 
melted at a Cleveland plant in a 
crucible and cast in molds in the 
form desired. The pattern makers 
make the same allowances for 
shrinkage as they do for soft steel. 
The alloy is being cast into blanking, 
drawing and forming dies, hot and 
cold trimmers for forge work, mil- 
ling cutters, counter sinks, slotting 
saws uid bending r<^.

Examinatio-n of the wheat crop of 
Western Kentucky for a new dis- 
ease, "take all" or "root rot. ' which 
has been disastrous to wheat in sec- 
tions in Indiana, will be made by 
Professor Frank T. McFariaad, who 
is in charge of plant diaeaae aunreys 
IB the Stale. He left yesterday for 
ail eztenslTe trip thronsh the affect- 
ed regions of Kentucky. 

The new disease was brought to 
this country in a shipment of wheat 
from Australia, and so far no remedy 
has been found for it. The best pie- 
ventative for the disease is the isola- 
tion of the field.s in which it ha^ ap- 
pealed. It is estimated that it will 
live in the soil for twenty years, 
though no wheat may be planted 
there. The disease has been discov- 
ered in one county of niinoia and 
four oountiee of Indiana.

The Boy Scouta of America have 
reaHiered aotahlep aanrtce to the na- 
tion during the worid war. They 
have done effective work in the Lib- 
erty Loan and War Savings cam- 
paigns, in discovering and reporting 
upon the Uack walnut so^ly, in 
co-operating with the Red Cross and 
other war work agencies, in acting 
as dispatch bearers for the Commit- 
tee on Public Information, and in 
other important fields. The Boy 
Scouts have not only demonstrated 
their worth to the nation, but have 
also materially contributed to a 
deeper appreciation by the American 
people of the higher conception of 
patriotism and good eitlsMiship. 

The Boy -Scout moTement should 
jkot only be preaerred, but strencth- 
ened. It dessnres the support of all 
public-spirited citizens. The availa- 
ble means for the Boy ScoUt move- 
ment have thus far sufficed for the 
organization and training of only a 
small proportion of the boys of the 
county. There are approximately 
10,000.000 boys in the United States 
between the ages of twelve and 
twenty-one. Of these only 375,000 
are enrolled as members of the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

America cannot acQuit. herself 
commensorately with her power and 
influence in the grea.t period now 
facing her and the world unless the 
iKjys of America are given better op- 
portunities than heretofore to pre- 
pare themselves for the responsibili- 
ties of citizenship. 

Even*' nation depends for its fu- 
ture upon the proper training and 
development of its youth. The 
American boy must have tlie be,st 
training and discipline our great de- 
mocracy can provide if America is to 
maintain her ideals, her standards 
and her influence in the world. 

The plan, therefore, for a Boy 
Scout week during: which a UBiversal 
appeal will be made to all Americans 
to supply the means to put the Boy 
Scouts of America in a position to 
carry forward effectively and contin- 
uously th§ splendid work they are 
doing for the youth of America, 
should have the unreserved support 
of the Nation. 

Therefore, I, Wood row Wilson, 
President of the United States of 
America, do hereby recommend that 
the period beginning Sunday, June 
8, to Flag Day, June 14, be observ- 
ed as Boy Scout Week through the 
United States for the purpose of 
strengthening the work of the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

I earnestly recommend that, in 
every community, a Citizens' Com- 
mittee under the leadership of a 
National Citizens' Committee, be or- 
ganized to co-operate in < arrying out 
a program for a definite recognition 
of the effective services rendered by 
the Boy Scouts of Amefica; for a 
survey of the facts relating to the 
boyhood of each community, in order 
tlMt With the co-operation of church- 
es* schools and other orsanixations 
definitely engaged in work tor boys, 
adequate provision may be made for 
extending the Boy Scout program to 
a larger proportkm of America boy- 
hood. 

The Boy Scout movement offers 
unusual opportunity for volunteer 
service. It needs men to act as 
committeeme-n and as leaders of 
groups of boys. I hope that all who 
can will enlist for such personal ser- 
vice, enroll as associate members and 
give all possibl^^nancial assistance 
to this worthy organization of Amer- 
ican boyhood. Anything that is done 
to inereaae the effectivenesa of the 
Boy Seouts of America will be a gen- 
uine contribution to the welfare of 
the nation.

The Cynthiana High School wir ^ 
the sweep stakes silver trophy offered 
by the Kentucky State Y. M. C. A. 
in the annual Bible Study Contest 
among High School boys. This tro- 
phy was won last year by Nicholas- 
vllle. Any high, acbool winning the 
trophy three times keeps it. 

Cynthiana also wins tha cup offer- 
ed for achools of its elaaa and will 
keep this nriae. Heath High School 
in MeCnuAan eounly wins the cup 
in aeliools of Hs elM aad will keep 
it. 

Boys in forty-three High Schools in 
State entered the contest and 36 fin- 
ished, boys in 23 schools taking the 
final written examinations, a total of 
1,660 High Sflftool boTB wara en- 
rolled. 

The Bible Study contest course was 
one of a numbw l^epared under the 
direction of the Intamatianal Y. M. 
C. A., and the general topic was, 
"Jesus the Leader." The adhools of 
the State were divided into three 
classes; class one for schools of 300 
or more boys enrolled ; class two from 
50 to 300 boys enrolled, and class 
three from 10 to 50 boys enrolled. 
No high school having less than 10 
boys enrolled was allowed to enter 
and so a number of country high 
schools were allowed to enroll boys 
in the eighth grade. The decision 
was on points of enrollment, attend- 
ance and final written examination. 

The contest for the State Trophy 
was a hot one. Cynthiana with a 
total of 4,070 points, was only 36 
points ahead of Franklin. Heath 
was third, Barbourville fourth and 
NicholasTille, the winner last year, 
fifth. 

In schools of the second claas, Cyn- 
thiana was first. Franklin seeond, 
Paris third and Maysville fourth. In 
schools of the third class. Heath was 

first, Barbourville second. Nicholas- 
ville third, and Mt. Sterling fourth. 
Heath was only 12 points ahead of 
Barbourville and Nicholasville, and 
was only < points behind Barbour- 
ville. 

On the final examination 604 boys 
took the written test and turned in 
their papers. Of these 536 passed 
with a grade above 65. Three High 
Schools made a perfect score on the 
final teat, each boy entering paaaing 
the grade aboye 65. They were Cyn- 
thiana, Barboiinrllle, and Slaughtera.
